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MDA RC Meeting 


Meeting was called to order at 8:15 
p.m. Wednesday the 18th at the QTH of 
the new President Scott Miles, WB6PQM 
Those present were: Scott,wB6PQM; 
Guy, WD6G; Diana Whitten, KB6FHE; 
Hank, W6ZHY; Jay, KTOY; Jim, KAGIVF; 
and the 1985 President, Rick, EB6EZI; 
and 1985 Secretary, Dee, NOEJU. Mary 
Bradshaw the Treasurer, was unable to 
attend due to iliness. 

ITEMS DISCUSSED: 

1.) Board Members received a 
preliminary copy of the proposed 
MDARC budget for 1986 from Scott 
Miles. He was able to do this by 
utilizing information from the records 
being provided to us by our Treasurer, 
Mary Bradshaw, WI6Y. 

Upon receipt and review of this 
budget, which included the proposed and 
actual 1985 Club expenses, a hot and 
heavy debate ensued between all 
members. As of December, 1985 the 
MDARC took in $3,060 and had an outgo 
of $3,973. it was recognized by all 
that emergency measures had to be put 
into effect. A dues increase was 
suggested by Rick Barber. Jay Caldis 
suggested a raise to $15 a person with 
the exception of additional family 
members. It was agreed by all that if 
the initial fee (which hadn't been 
increased for a number of years) was 
raised then additional family members 
could still be included in the Club for 
the old rate of $5 per person. Rick 
Barber pointed out that to finalize this 
action, the present membership had to 
vote on it; however, it was decided that 
the new dues applications would be 
made up and mailed on with the January 
CARRIER. What to do about peopie who 
had already paid their dues for 1986 
was also discussed and it was agreed 
by all that since so few people were 
involved, the Club would not be hurt by 


letting these individuals alone until 


next year. 
2.) Due to various prior commitments, 
it was suggested by Scott Miles and 
approved by everyone that 1986 Board 
Meetings would be held on Tuesdays. 
The next one will be held at Diana 
Whitten's QTH on January 21, 1986. 
3.) One of the main reasons given for 
the 1985 Club deficit was lack of 
projected members. With this in mind, 
Jay Caldis suggested getting in touch 
with all hams in the county and issuing 
a special invitation to join the Club. 
Rick Barber suggested getting some 
really interesting programs planned and 
then send out invitations to come and 
join the Club. Scot Miles suggested 
going down to the local Boys Scout Club 
to get new members. Rick Barber 
Suggested contacting principles and 
vice principles at High Schools and Jr. 
High Schools about putting up 
advertisements for ham radio and on 
becoming a ham. 
4) Names of support people for 1986 
were proposed by various board 
members and it was agreed to approach 
certain people for these positions. 
OTHER: Rick passed on to Scott what 
his impression was about his year as 
Club President. “Should spend more 
time working for the Club. He was 
surprised at the time outlay 
Dee passed on to Diana The Club records 
which she had in her possession. 
Meeting adjourned at 10:15 p.m.
